rian Alan Lane, a film and electronic arts professor at Cal 
State Long Beach, filed a joint lawsuit with then-department 
chair Michael Pounds against the Cal State University in 
2011, accusing CSU officials of libel, defamation and slander. 
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More than a year later, he’s fighting the university again — 
but this time to keep his job. 

The full professor, who is also-a lawyer, has received a no- 
tice of dismissal from the CSU. However, through the current 
faculty contract, he appealed the univer- 
sity’s decision to let him go. 

Lane has continued teaching at 
CSULB, holding four classes during the 
fall semester, according to the CSULB 
website. The professor may continue 
teaching until his hearing in January. 

Repeated attempts to reach Lane and 
his lawyer, Michael Olecki, were unsuc- 
cessful, but court documents provide 
information on the court case and the 
university’s dispute with Lane. 


Fighting for $6 million a 

In the lawsuit, Lane and Pounds alleged that CSULB Presi- 
dent F. King Alexander, Provost Donald Para and. Interim 
Dean of the College of the Arts James Kvapil initiated “un- 
founded and unnecessary audits” against the two professors, 
accusing them of committing financial fraud, according to

court documents. Lane alleged the defamation included “false 
and unprivileged oral and written statements” by Kvapil, Para 
and Alexander, specifically in local and national publications. 
Lane and Pounds argued that the audit was in retaliation for 
their accusations against two other pro- 
fessors, Alan Jacobs and. Michael Ber- 
lin. Lane and Pounds accused the other 
professors of “falsification of creden- 

tials,” according to court documents. 
The lawsuit was also filed against 50 
unknown individuals believed to be re- 

* lated to the case. 

Lane and Pounds sought $6 mil- 
lion-in damages for severe physical and 
mental distress, suffering and anguish. 

Both Pounds and Lane dropped the 
case on March 8, according to court 
documents. The documents show 
that Lane and Pounds failed to make 

payments to their lawyer, Michael Steponovich. The lawyer 
had filed to be relieved as Lane and Pounds’ counsel a few 
months prior to the case’s dismissal.

Learning two different languages 
can be frustrating, ‘but Cal State Long 


Beach alumna Sylvia Padilla’s dual 
language program — and endeavor that 
has been acknowledged on a. national 
level — is making it easier for her stu- 
dents. 

Padilla, a fourth-grade teacher in 
Long Beach, was recognized by the 
White House in a September ceremony 
for improving student outcome, espe- 
cially among Hispanic and English lan- 
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guage learning students. 

Padilla teaches the dual language 
program at Patrick Henry K-8 School in 
the Long Beach Unified School District, 
where she has been working for 20 years. 

Starting with only 44 students in the 
program, Padilla said she watched the dual 
language program grow to include more 
than 800 students, who showed an interest 
in learning more than one language. 

“[The dual language program] is not 
a big thing in Europe or Australia, but 
here in California, it’s a huge thing,” 
Padilla said. “I am passionate about it. 
I have a commitment 'for our program.” 


Padilla moved from Mexico to Long 
Beach with her first-born child and be- 
came a student at CSULB in 1980. She 
majored in liberal studies and gradu- 
ated with a degree that included an em- 
phasis in Spanish. 

She started teaching bilingual pro- 
grams after she received her credentials 
in 1992. 

Padilla also works as a mentor teach- 
er and supports novice teachers by 
opening up her own classroom for their 
benefit so that they complete credential 
requirements. 

“T helped students do well in school, 
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I help them become great and tell them 
that they can find their own excitement 
about learning,” Padilla said. “They 
can reach for every dream they want.” 

Padilla said that receiving White 
House recognition made her grateful to 
all the people who helped her on the way. 

“T tell my students every day that I 
am so happy to see [them], and every 
time I come to my job, I am happy for 
being able to teach, live out my dream,” 
Padilla said. ° 

Padilla hopes to travel back to Mexi- 
co and Latin America to rebuild schools 
once she has the right amount of money.

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‘Financial misdeeds’ 

The CSU released an audit report in 
May 2011, exposing instances in which 
a CSULB professor allegedly commit- 
ted financial fraud by directing stu- 
dents to provide him with portions of 


» their scholarship money. 


According to the audit report, the 
professor used his authority to award 
scholarship money to students without 
an application or evaluation process. 
When one student questioned the pro- 
fessor’s instructions, the professor told 
the student, “This is how we do this.” 
The student then complied with his re- 
quest, according to the report. 

The audit report also reveals that the 
professor filed a $10,000 false reim- 
bursement claim for a payment made by 
a student to a vendor. According to the 
report, the student had not heard about 
the check until being contacted by the 
audit committee. 

Previously, the CSU would not re- 
lease the name of the anonymous profes- 
sor in the audit report. Now, the CSU has 
confirmed that the professor is Lane. 

According to CSU Spokesman Mike 
Uhlenkamp, the CSU has also moved to

“financial misdeeds.” 

Usually, the person involved in the 
audit report would remain anonymous, 
but Lane’s joint lawsuit with Pounds put 
everything on public record. 

“Because it is a personnel issue, we 
don’t really get into discussing who the 
individual is,’. Uhlenkamp said. “Be- 
cause they filed a lawsuit, it became 
public information.” 


Fighting to stay 

After receiving his notice of dis- 
missal, Lane appealed to have the 
CSU’s decision reviewed and recon- 


sidered. His hearing for the appeal has 
been scheduled for Jan. 28, 29 and 30 
and Feb. 1, 6 and 7 in 2013. 

According to Andrew Jones, univer- 
sity counsel to CSULB, the appeal will 
be heard and decided by a neutral arbi- 
trator appointed by the American Arbi- 
tration Association. 

Under the current contract with CSU 
faculty, professors may file for an ap- 
peal for any disciplinary action against 
them, according to Uhlenkamp. By go- 
ing this route, faculty do not have to pay 
for their representatives, according to 
California Faculty Association Spokes- 
person Alice Sunshine. 

However, Jones said that Lane has hired 
private counsel to represent him instead. 

“{Lane] is appealing the decision 
to terminate him,’ Uhlenkamp said. 
“We'll have a hearing to determine 
whether or not the action was merited 
or not merited.” nf 

On Thursday, some of Lane’s stu- 
dents, such as senior film major David 
Dubian, said that Lane was an open- 
minded and helpful professor. 


“He doesn’t’ mind speaking his . 


mind,’ Dubian said. 
Junior film major Preston Gruettner 
said he felt the same way about Lane. 
“He’s always available, always pro- 
vides guidance,” Gruettner said. “[With 
Lane] as long as you put something in, 


- you'll get something out.” 
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Association, Miles Nevin, the CSSA is 
authorized to search for the student can- 
didate and submit the decision to Gov. 
Jerry Brown. After a board of directors 
from the CSSA conducted interviews, 
three names were forwarded to Brown. 

Vargas was part of the three-member 
group who took part in extensive inter- 
views at the governor’s office. 

“T was really nervous ... but I was 
confident,” he said. “It’s something I 
was passionate about.” 

Because it is his first year as a stu- 
dent trustee, Vargas will not be allowed 
to vote during Board meetings. Student 
trustees can only vote on the second 
and final year of their term. 

“T am able to talk, give my input and 
give my feedback,” Vargas said. 

Vargas will also offer his input to- 
wards deciding who the next CSU 
chancellor will be, by taking part in 
the chancellor search committee. The 
committee is working on finding a suc- 
cessor who will replace CSU Chancel- 
lor Charles B. Reed, who announced 
his retirement in May. 

Trustee Jillian Ruddell, who is serv- 
ing her second year as a student trustee 
and therefore has the power to vote, will 
work alongside Vargas on the chancel- 
lor search committee. 

“T can see myself working with 
[Ruddell],” Vargas said. “She has been 
a great mentor.” 

Both Ruddell and Vargas have com- 
mon platforms that benefit students, 
CSU Spokesman Erik Fallis said. 

“Tf you look at their. [backgrounds,] 
there is a real dedication that you see 
through student advocacy,” he said. 

Vargas said that one-of his main 
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CSU

platforms is for equal, affordable and 
higher quality education for everyone 
in California. 

“Every student should have the op- 
tion to go to college ... it is hard with 
the budget,” he said. “Sacrifices have to 
be made. Raising tuition is not going to 
solve the problem.” 

Vargas is a senior in sociology and

has been a part of many organizations 
on campus, including the University 
Union Advisory Board and Movimien- 
to Estudiantil Chicano de Aztlan.

University employees required 
to point out child abuse under 
three new California laws 


The legislation requires staff and coaches 
of the CSU to report abuse.

Goy. Jerry Brown signed three 
new child abuse laws into legisla- 
tion last week, requiring that Cal 
State University staff and coaches 
report any incidences of physical or 
suspected child abuse. 

Assembly Bill 1434 requires 
that postsecondary university 
staff, who are in contact with 
children, to report suspected or 
actual abuse to a child protection 
agency. 

The text of Senate Bill 1264 in- 
cludes university athletic coaches, 
assistant coaches and any graduate 
assistants involved in coaching as 
“university staff.” 

Previously, the list of “mandated 
reporters,” people who are required 
to report abuse, was defined by the 
Child Abuse and Neglect Reporting 
Act. 

_ Both AB 1434 and SB 1264 fur- 
ther expand the definition of “man- 
dated reporters.” 

AB 1434 encourages employers 
to train their employees on detect- 
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ing child abuse, though it is not re- 
quired. Employees must also sign a 
statement acknowledging they are 
mandated reporters, according to 
the bill’s text. 
Assembly Bill 1435, the last of 
the three bills signed by Brown, re- 
quires that university coaches, who 
work with children from kindergar- 
ten to grade 12, be classified as man- 
dated reporters. 

CSU Spokesman Erik Fallis said 
the CSU supports SB 1264 but has 
no official position on AB 1434 and 
1435. 

Some students, like sophomore 
statistics major Ranil Weerackoon, 
think these new laws will help, pre- 
vent abuse. 

“I thoroughly support this,” 
Weerackoon said. “Any person who 
has any knowledge of such a heinous 
crime should report so immediately 
.. to prevent further instances of - 
child abuse.” 

Others, like sophomore micro- 
biology major Brittany Daws, said 
they believe Brown’s laws will help 
all children. 

“T feel like we have a moral obli- 
gation to protect kids from abuse,” 
Daws said. “These laws will 
certainly protect [against] child 
abuse.” : 
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Dr. Evil would be satisfied with 
the settlement that the University 
of California system has agreed 
upon with the victims of last year’s 
pepper spraying incident. 

A total of $1 million will be 
distributed amongst 21 UC Davis 
students and alumni who hap- 
pened to be on the wrong end of

while their attorneys will receive

The circus featured clowns, 
acrobats and exciting 
stunts.

The show started before the doors even 
opened. A man stood, telling a rapt audience 
the story of the circus outside the big tent while 
children did acrobatics during opening night on 
Friday. 

Once the doors opened, the real show began. 
Circus Zoppé, an old-world Italian family circus 
that goes back to 1842, set up shop in the event 
park of the Queen Mary in Long Beach for one 
weekend.

49er victory in home 
opener sets tone for 
SoCal Tournament 


“No. 9 LBSU had little difficulty defeating No. 
15 Navy before splitting the opening matches 
of the SoCal Tournament in Santa Barbara.

Nonconference matches have of- 
fered about as much trepidation and 
cause for concern as a friendly swim at 
the YMCA for the ninth-ranked Long 
Beach State men’s water polo team. 

Thursday night’s match against No. 15 
Navy (12-1) yielded a very familiar story 
line, as the 49ers (11-2) ended up on the 
right side of another lopsided scoreboard 
in their 15-7 defeat of the Midshipmen. 


While wins are always welcomed, 
news earlier in the day had the 49ers 
jumping for joy. Just hours before game 
time, ‘Niners coach Gavin Arroyo had to 
make adjustments to his: depth chart after 
the NCAA notified the team that junior at- 
tacker Nick Rascon had been declared eli- 
gible for the remainder of the 2012 season. 

Rascon’s eligibility was in ques- 
tion after he spent the spring semester 
at California. He transferred back to 
LBSU quickly, but missed an entire 
month-as he worked through the NCAA 
appeals process. That process eventu- 
ally worked in his favor, however, and 
the 49ers have gained another weapon

(MPSF) play as a result. 
“T don’t mind joining this team at this 


point in the season,’ Rascon said when 


asked if playing a partial season was worth 
the loss of a full year of eligibility. “I know 


_ this group of guys has what it takes.” 


The 49ers struck first in their home 


opener thanks to a penalty shot from Milos 
Vrzic just 1:18 into the game. : 

After a Midshipmen goal tied the 
score at 1, Matulis took matters into his 
own hands. The 6’11’’ junior planted 
himself in front of the goal and rose 
above the outstretched hands of defend- 
ers to score a pair of goals on back-to- 
back possessions. The 49ers led 4-2 at 
the end of the first quarter. 

In the second half, the 49ers went back 
to their inside game. Matulis scored his 
third goal of the game, and center Devin 
Mefford tacked on two more on his way 
to a three-goal game. Matulis finished 
with a game-high four goals. 

A once-close game turned into mop- 
up duty, as the 49ers cruised to the fin- 
ish line behind Balint Meszaros’ shut- 
out fourth quarter. 

LBSU. then headed to Santa Barbara 
for the SoCal Tournament. It started the 
tournament with an 11-10 loss to No. 8 Pa- 
cific on Saturday, but rebounded to beat St. 
Francis (NY) 12-4 later in the day. 

The 49ers have outscored opponents 
183-91 this season. Mefford credits the 
commanding scoring ratio to the play of 
his goalkeeper.

49ers fall 
sans Serna 


LBSU can’t find a win 
without the sophomore 
middle blocker.

After opening Big West Conference 
play with a pair of home victories, the 
Long Beach State women’s volleyball 
team struggled to find the same results 
on the road. 

The 49ers suffered their first Big 
West Conference loss of the season 
Friday night at Cal State Northridge 
before falling to Hawaii in straight sets 
the next day. 

After taking the first set at the Mat- 
adome, LBSU (7-8, 2-2 Big West) could 
not hold off CSUN (12-4, 3-1 Big West). 
It dropped three straight en route to a 
23-25, 25-19, 25-17, 25-21 loss. 

LBSU never found much of a flow, 
and the Matadors had an answer for 
every 49er run. The ‘Niners created 
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multiple opportunities in the fourth and 
deciding frame but couldn’t even up the 
match. The score was tied at 20 before 
the Matadors scored five of the final six 
points to finish off the set and take the 
win. : 

The Beach was paced by junior out- 
side hitter Delainey Aigner-Swesey, 
who tallied 14 kills and seven digs on 
.200 hitting. 

Junior setter Tara Roenicke added 31 
assists, 11 digs and six kills while hit- 
ting .333. The Beach had 31 errors on 
the attack, 10 more than CSUN, which 
contributed to LBSU’s inability to 
make a significant run. Another result 
was The Beach being outhit .220 to .120 
on the night. 


LBSU head coach Brian Gimmillaro 
said the team was never able to get into 
a rhythm, partly due to the inability 
to run the offense through sophomore 
middle blocker Alma Serna, who is still 
suffering from the lingering effects of 
an ankle sprain. 

“TSerna] couldn’t go,’ Gimmillaro 


‘said. “She was out there but couldn’t 


go. She is the key, the catalyst to the of- 
fense.” 

CSUN was anchored by freshman 
middle blocker Cieana Stinson, who 
compiled a match-high 18 kills to go 
along with two digs on .387 hitting. 

The Beach got Serna back for the 
Saturday game at Hawaii, but her im- 
pact was minimal, as the Rainbow 


Wahine swept the match 25-17, 25-16, 
25-19. 

The ‘Niners couldn’t hold on to an early 
first set lead and Hawaii (12-2, 5-0 Big 
West) never relented en route to the sweep. 

The loss drops LBSU to sixth in the 
Big West standings, while Hawaii re- 
mains in first. 

The Beach was paced by sophomore 
middle blocker Chisom Okpala, who 
tallied nine kills on .750 hitting and Ha- 
waii, as usual, was anchored by Emily 
Hartong. The junior outside hitter com- 
piled 12 kills and six digs while hitting 
at a .310 clip. 

LBSU will return to the court Friday 
to host UC Davis (8-8, 2-1 Big West) at 
7 p.m. at the Walter Pyramid. 
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
